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THE leader of Thanet council could 
be in political hot water again as 
he faces being reported to the 
Standards Board of England for a 
second time. 

Cllr Sandy Ezekiel is being reported to a 
standards sub-committee by Thanet councillor 
Iris Johnston after an incident at a shop in 
Margate last month. 

The Tory leader and his deputy Cllr Roger 
Latchford, are alleged to have tried to snatch a 
petition about council wardens from Cllr 
Johnston - who is a Labour councillor - at the 
Edinburgh Woollen Mill shop, reportedly leav¬ 
ing her feeling intimidated.

Cllr Ezekiel could not be contacted for com¬ 
ment by Yourthanet. 

The committee will decide if there is a case to 
answer. Cllr Johnston said: “I can’t really talk 
about it, but, yes, it is being referred to the stan¬ 
dards committee referral sub-group. It will be 
up to them to see if they take it any further.” 

Labour’s leader in Thanet, Cllr Richard 
Nicholson, said: “It is not a trial or an investi¬ 
gation - it is just to see if the code of conduct 
may have been broken. 

“It is designed to weed out malicious accusa¬ 
tions or allegations, or to decide if the complaint 


has nothing to do with the code of standards. It 
is to see if the case should go forward.” 

However, even if the meeting does not result 
in the case being taken further, the Labour 
group in Thanet says it will still press ahead 
and try to take the matter to the standards 
board on its own. 

Cllr Nicholson said: “I think we will consider 
taking it further. I will not have this swept 
under the carpet, or anything like that. 

“I cannot pre-judge what the board’s decision 
will be, but in the light of what’s been said I 
think there needs to be a proper and full 
investigation.” 

He added: “I think it should go to the highest

Millions extra 
paid to police

POLICE in east Kent have 
worked more than 100,000 
hours’ overtime in the past 
three years and the Police 
Federation says it is likely 
officers put in many more 
hours which are unpaid. 

Figures obtained by Yourthanet 
show that in east Kent sergeants 
and constables totalled 109,297 
additional hours between 2005 and 
2008, costing taxpayers a staggering 
£2,411,195. 

Between 2006 and 2007, figures 
peaked, showing the cost for con¬ 
stables working extra hours as 
£819,893, with £238,707.51 for ser¬ 
geants. In the past year, costs have 
dropped by £90,352.74. 

Overtime payments to police 
across the UK topped half a billion 
pounds last year alone, but Kent 
Police Federation chairman Ian 
Pointon said the true figure was like¬ 
ly to be much higher. 

He said: “I think there are probably 
millions more in unclaimed overtime 
hours that officers either use to take 
extra days off or they do not claim 
because of goodwill. 

“If all officers decided to claim their 
overtime at once, then I would not be 
surprised if it bankrupted many 
forces.” 

Kent police officers worked an 
extra 2.9 million hours during the 
three years, taking home close to 
£65 million in additional payments. 

Officers in the special operations 


unit earned the bulk of that cash, 
receiving £10.8 million for 470,000 
overtime hours. 

The Police Federation of England 
and Wales constables central com¬ 
mittee chairman Julie Nesbit said 
forces were in desperate need of 
more officers. 

She said: “Overtime will be going 
up for the simple reason that officers 
are reducing in numbers. 

“Forces across England and Wales 
are saying they will reduce the num¬ 
ber of constables and the workload is 
definitely not being reduced so over¬ 
time is the only answer. 

“If forces want to see the figure 
reduced, then they should hire more 
officers, not fewer - £400 million [the 
amount of overtime paid to officers 
in England and Wales] would buy an 
awful lot of constables.” 

Remuneration 

The Police Federation’s sergeants 
central committee chairman Paul 
McKeever agreed that more officers 
were needed, but he said that until 
then overtime was the only fair sys¬ 
tem of remuneration. 

He added: “Overtime is certainly 
something that our members feel is 
the right way to reward them for the 
work they do. 

“It is a tailored system that pays 
them for the extra time they have 
worked and I do not see how replac¬ 
ing it with a higher basic wage could 
possibly work. 

“Policing is not something you can 
predict. With anti-terrorism opera¬ 
tions going on all round England and 
Wales, it is right that officers are 
rewarded for working extra hours.”

Care home fire 
leaves one dead 

A MAN was killed in a fire at a care 
home in Westgate-on-Sea on Sunday. 

The blaze started on the ground 
floor of the Hockeridge Care Home in 
Canterbury Road. 

Fire crews from Thanet were called 
in just before 11pm. 

Teams from Westgate and Margate 
were first to arrive and found the 
blaze had taken a strong hold. More 
help was called for from other stations 
in the area. 

At the height of the blaze five fire 
engines and 40 firefighters were on 
the scene and specialist support vehi¬ 
cles attended, along with police and 
paramedics. 

Part of the road was closed off. 

Eight firefighters wearing breath¬ 
ing apparatus searched the three- 
storey building for casualties. 

Twenty-five people were led to safe¬ 
ty and paramedics attended to one 
casualty who was rescued from inside 
the building. 

Two hose-reel jets and a hydrant 
were used to deal with the blaze, 
which was put out just after midnight. 

The dead man has not yet been 
identified and one person is still being 
treated in hospital. 

Investigators are looking into the 
cause of the fire, but a police spokes¬ 
woman confirmed that it was not 
being treated as suspicious.

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Courtroom chatter fails 
to keep thief out of jail 

A SERIAL shoplifter talked himself into prison 
because he couldn’t keep his mouth shut.

VITAL council services could be 
merged together with three other 
councils, sparking talk of a break¬ 
away authority for east Kent. 

Waste collection, benefits, planning, and 
leisure provision services could be shared by 
four districts: Thanet, Canterbury, Dover and 
Folkestone, covering a combined population 
of almost 400,000 people. 

A multi-council group, the East Kent Joint 
Arrangements Committee, has been set up to 
look at ways services could be shared. 

The announcement was made by Canter¬ 
bury City Council last week, but chief execu¬ 
tive Colin Carmichael has denied the claims 
the a new single breakaway authority outside 
of county council control is on the horizon. 

Thanet council representatives have taken 
part in the first meeting, with a spokes¬ 
woman calling the talks “successful”. 

However, critics suggest the scheme will be 
a drain on neighbouring council’s resources. 

Cllr Alex Perkins, the leader of Canter¬ 
bury’s Liberal Democrats and a former coun¬ 
cil leader said: “If you look at Dover, Folke¬ 
stone and Thanet, they are run absolutely 
disastrously. They’ve sold off all their assets, 
they’ve got no money, so now they want to join 
up and spend ours.” 

He questions why his council would want to 
ally with what he says are less financially 
stable districts. 

He added: “Canterbury is excellently run; it 
is the only council rated ‘excellent’ in east 
Kent. We’ve shown we can run our harbour 
better than they can run their ports, we’ve 
shown we can run our waste collection more 
efficiently and run our car-parking better. 
Why would we want to join up with them?” 

The committee is made up of elected coun¬ 


cillors from the five local authorites and will 
tackle issues such as managing housing 
stock, revenues, benefits, human resources 
and payroll, call centres, ICT, leisure trusts 
and coastal defence work. 

The possibility of combining waste collec¬ 
tions in east Kent by 2013 has also been muted. 

Thanet council leader Cllr Sandy Ezekiel 
said: “Local councils face enormous chal¬ 
lenges at present in containing costs, so it 
makes sense for the taxpayer if we can work 
with our neighbouring councils to reduce 
costs and gain economies of scale. 

“The joint committee now provides a way 
for councillors to oversee the programme of 
work. I intend to fully play my part in ensur¬ 
ing that the Thanet taxpayer gets the best 
deal we can from these new arrangements.” 

However, Ramsgate’s Labour county 
councillor Liz Green, the shadow member 
for children’s services, said: “This means 
increased centralisation and decisions that 
get very little local input.” 

The scheme represents a double-edged 
sword of job losses and efficiency savings 
for the councils involved, according to Mr 
Carmichael, who described the joined-up 
future of local government in east Kent. 

The intention is to save money, which Mr 
Carmichael says is vital to safeguard services 
as central government tightens the purse 
strings. He warned that job losses were 
unavoidable. 

He said: “Inevitably, part of it is job losses, 
and many of the changes are likely to be at a 
senior level. 

“The Government is constantly putting 
pressure on councils to make savings, and the 
two ways to do that are cuts in services or 
increasing efficiency. 

“Some of the councils in east Kent have 
already reached the point where they are 
finding it difficult to pay for essential servic¬ 
es, let alone luxuries like tourism.”

THANET council’s cabinet convenes next 
week to discuss proposals to sell off 16 sites. 

The meeting takes place at the Council 
Chamber in Cecil Street on Thursday, July 17, 
at 1pm. 

The public will get the chance to air their 
views, allowing those who have already written 
in with their comments to appear before cabi¬ 
net members. 

The sites the council may sell are Booth

Land at Barnes Avenue, Westbrook, is also 
being considered, as are Albion House, Albion 
Place car park, Colemans Yard, the Motor 
Museum, Greenfield Road, and the closed toi¬ 
lets in Boundary Road, Ramsgate. In Broad- 
stairs, land at Dumpton Park Drive and Vere 
Road car and coach park could be sold.

The council will consider all views put 
forward before making final decisions on the 
proposals.

Who or what brought you to Thanet? 


I came to Thanet in 1981 as a result of the 
breakdown of my first marriage. My wife 
Jacqui and I come from Bexley and Bexley- 
heath respectively. Jacqui has her son Daniel 
and daughter Louise and I have Marina, 
Andre and Raphael. When we married in the 
May of 1981 we decided to have a child and in 
1985 Joseph-Paul was bom. 

Q You've had a series of strokes quite recently. How has it 
changed your life? 

A I cannot believe that overnight I was 
turned from what I thought was a reason¬ 
ably fit and quite strong man to a doddery old 
git overnight. I was told when I went into 
hospital and had my first scan that I had 
already had seven to eight mini strokes and 
had now had this major stroke. This stmck me 
quite severely, preventing me from walking 
and talking, and I lost the use of my left arm. 

Also, while having had my first scan, they 
told me I had a tumor in the middle of my 
brain which cannot be removed - but at least 
it was not malignant. This was almost three 
years ago and I have had a few mini strokes 
since then. I don’t think I have lost my sense 
of humour, or indeed my ability to think 
straight - just a physical slowing down.

What are your hobbies and interests? 


Birchington and came across a box of old 
photographs pertaining to this village. 

I’m compiling a book consisting of 90 per 
cent photos called The Chronicles Of 
Birchington And Around the Edges. 

Another hobby is stamp-collecting - I’ve 
done it since I was seven and have every 
British stamp from the penny black to the last 
set of stamps issued on May 13, 2008.

What jobs have you had in your life? 


I have always had a great interest in social 
history, none more so since I moved to 


attended parish council meetings in 
Birchington. Since my major stroke I have 
tried to keep my brain active by attending 
every month when I’m able to do so. I reject 
totally gutter politics and find Birchington 
Parish Council lacks leadership, the willing¬ 
ness to sort out Birchington problems and 
has neither the knowledge nor the know-how 
to do so. Or perhaps it just can’t be bothered.

What is your biggest achievement ? 


A Only one - as a compositor in the printing 
industry. I went to Camberwell School of 
Arts and Crafts and studied my trade as well 
as typographical design, working in the gener¬ 
al trade before you were allowed to work in 
Fleet Street, for me the London Evening News. 

Why did you start your Bernard's Barometer political 
^monitor? 

A Throughout my life I have been excited by 
the political atmosphere of the day and I 
decided to go into politics more deeply while 
attending different meetings. 

I took a course at St Edmund’s Hall, Oxford 
University. I used to be a Labour councillor in 
the London Borough of Bexley and have

(Where do you see the future of Thanet? 


A Over-industrialised with regards to plastic 
tunnels, the bleeding of open spaces (farm¬ 
land) for sheer greed and the gross attempt by 
Thanet council to squeeze every penny it can 
out of the people of the isle. 

Thanet council is so proud of ingratiating 
itself with the Chinese government for this so- 
called China Gateway, but the present Chin¬ 
ese regime is equal to that of Joseph Stalin’s.

Is smokeless cigarette 
the pub trade's saviour?

THEY say there’s no 
smoke without fire - but in 
this case it’s quite the 
opposite. 

An alternative method of puffing 
away at the pub has drifted into the 
national consciousness and is caus¬ 
ing quite a stir in the industry. 

So-called electronic or alternative 
cigarettes give users the sensation 
of smoking, even producing a 
vapour that can be inhaled and 
exhaled while delivering the nico¬ 
tine hit, but are legal as no harmful 
smoke is emitted. 

One brand on the market is called 
the SuperSmoker. 

Its Ultimo model, which retails at 
around £78, allows smokers to 
dodge the smoking ban, which has 
now been in place for a year. 

Inventors say the system helps 
people lead a healthier lifestyle and 
is much cheaper, claiming it can 
knock 65 per cent off normal smok¬ 
ing costs. 

It is legal to use inside pubs and 
clubs as it causes no harm to those 
sharing their air. 

Cartridges are placed into a pre¬ 
charged atomiser and users suck on 
it like a normal cigarette. 

The firm says it looks, tastes and 
“smokes” like a conventional ciga¬ 
rette but has no detrimental health 
effects on others and doesn’t cause 
cancer. 

We asked 58-year-old smoker 
Graham Bates from Heme Bay to 
trial the SuperSmoker Ultimo on a 
trip to his local. 


He said: “I felt a little strange 
using it. It does have a certain sen¬ 
sation of smoking but you have to 
suck pretty hard to get much out 
and it leaves a sugary taste on the 
lips. 

“I used it in the pub and the bar¬ 
man did initially ask me to stop but 
I showed him the product and then 
he was fine with it. He said he had 
seen them before and had no issues 
with people using them.” 


Mark Bradley, assistant manager 
of the Prince of Wales pub in 
Railway Street, Chatham, said: “I’ve 
actually got one of the electronic cig¬ 
arettes. 

“I went to the London Bar Show 
last week and they were giving 
them out. I think they’re brilliant 
and bought some for my staff.” 

Sam Griggs, trainee assistant 
manager of the Druid’s Arms in 
Earl Street, Maidstone, said: “I 


think they’re a good idea. 

“I’ve not seen anyone using them 
in the pub. We’ve only got a little 
garden and it normally gets packed 
with smokers, so products like this 
may become quite popular. 

“It might cause a bit of conflict, 
though, as other customers may 
think they are real cigarettes.” 

Graham Moore, landlord of the 
Duke’s Head in Sellindge, said: “I 
wouldn’t have any objections to 
them being used here. If they are 
legal to use indoors and don’t dis¬ 
turb anyone else, then that’s fine.” 

Ian Gray, from the Chartered 
Institute of Environmental Health, 
has looked into the innovation. 

He said: ‘We have been the advi¬ 
sors to all the regulatory authorities 
on this matter and are hearing 
about it more and more. 

“Our main concern was that offi¬ 
cers wouldn’t be able to tell the dif¬ 
ference, but it is clear if you are 
close to them they are not normal 
cigarettes. They are perfectly legal 
to use because, in our view, this isn’t 
smoking. 

“It is unlikely that a local author¬ 
ity would want to make a prosecu¬ 
tion as the legislation is to protect 
people from second-hand smoke. 

“If there is no smoke, then there is 
not really a basis for a prosecution.” 

Mr Gray said the device was 
catching on. “They seem to be using 
them a lot in the North. I suppose if 
you don’t want to go outside, it’s a 
real alternative. 

“They seem to be particularly pop¬ 
ular in bingo halls, especially 
among older people who may not 
want to get up and go outside and 
all that goes with that, such as col¬ 
lecting your coat.” 


RAIL commuters are braced for 
inflation-busting hikes in fares, 
with rises of up to 15 per cent on 
the way. 

Politicians and consumer groups 
have reacted angrily to the “ludi¬ 
crous” increases. 

Train firms base their annual 
price increases for fares regulated 
by the Government, such as season 
tickets, on the retail price index 
(RPI) for July plus one per cent. 

City analysts have predicted the 
figure will be 4.5 per cent or more, 
meaning a 5.5 per cent rise across 
most fares in January 2009. 

But under its franchise agree¬ 
ment with the Department of 
Transport, Southeastern is allowed 
to add three per cent to the RPI fig¬ 
ure for Kent fares, leading to big 
hikes for passengers in the county. 

And because the company is not 
allowed to add the extra three per 
cent to fares in London, Kent com¬ 
muters can expect to pick up the 
bill for the two per cent the compa¬ 
ny is missing out on in the capital. 

Tunde Olatunji, Kent spokesman 
for the national rail watchdog 
Passenger Focus, called for the sus¬ 
pension of the plus-three rule 
because of the financial pressures 
already facing passengers due to 
the credit squeeze and fuel prices. 

He said: “In London fares are not 
allowed to go beyond RPI plus one 
per cent, so the extra money 
Southeastern is allowed to claim all 
falls on Kent passengers. Kent is 
picking up the extra two per cent 
London is not paying.” 

A Southeastern official said talk 
of fare increases in January was 
speculative because the July RPI 
would not be known until August. 

She said: We received £140 mil¬ 
lion last year in subsidies. Over a 
year that goes down by £20 million. 

“The idea is that as our subsidy 
decreases passengers pay more 
towards the cost of their travel 
because it is less subsidised.”

they may not otherwise have heard.” 

It heralded the start of a busy 
musical weekend for Port Lympne. 
The three-day Z008 festival got 
under way on Friday with thou¬ 
sands of music fans flocking to catch 
the likes of Mark Ronson, The Hives 
and The Cribs. 



Tide of history pinpoints Caesar's invasion 


TIME AND TIDE: Caesar's invasion has 
been studied by American academics 


JULIUS Caesar’s first landing on 
the coast of Kent in 55BC could not 
have been on the days commonly 
assumed, according to academics 
from the US. 

The traditional view is that the 
Romans carried out their first foray 
into Britain on the night of August 
26-27. Their first approach was 
near present-day Dover, where 
many British warriors were waiting 
in battle formation. 

So the invasion force is thought to 
have manouvered its galleys up the 
coast towards Deal. 

But Dr Donald Olson, a resear¬ 
cher at Texas State University, said 
this would not have been possible 


as tides in the Channel were flow¬ 
ing the wrong way. 

His team says an invasion on the 
night of August 22-23 would have 
been far more likely. 

It is acknowledged by historians 
that Caesar came to Britain with 
about 100 ships and two legions 
with a total of 10,000 men. 

But as his fleet neared the white 
cliffs, lookouts spotted a large force 
of heavily-armed warriors whose 
spears could have reached the land¬ 
ing ground. 

So the commander ordered his 
fleet to search for an alternative 
landing site which was recorded as 
being “an open and flat shore”. 


There has also been some debate 
as to where this actually was - but 
between Deal and Walmer is 
favoured by historians. During his 
writings on the campaign, Caesar 
mentioned strong tides, a full moon 
and an ocean current. 

Dr Olson studied these docu¬ 
ments and found that August 2007 
had very similar tides to the same 
month in 55BC, so his team con¬ 
ducted an experiment, the results of 
which have just been revealed. 

He dropped an apple off Deal pier 
which floated south-west towards 
Dover, suggesting that the Roman 
fleet could not have battled against 
the tide even though the galleys 


were equipped with banks of oars. 

“The Channel was flowing the 
wrong way,” said Dr Olson. 

Further experiments with tides 
during the month pointed to the 
date a few days earlier as being 
ideal for a landfall in the Deal area. 

The first Roman invasion never 
penetrated far into Kent and 
Caesar’s ship were battered by high 
winds and rough seas. 

They went back to France before 
winter set in but returned in force 
the following year, fighting the 
Britons at what is now Canterbury 
and in the hills behind Folkestone 
before crossing the Medway to com¬ 
plete the conquest of local tribes.

BOFFINS from Pfizer have been 
inspiring hundreds of east Kent 
youngsters to follow in their foot¬ 
steps and discover the excitement 
and importance of science. 

Staff from the company’s European 
Research and Development headquarters at 
Sandwich captured the imaginations of 
almost 2,000 primary school pupils at the 
15th annual Pfizer Science Jamboree. 

Year six children from primary schools 
across the region were treated to a host of 
weird and wacky experiments and demon¬ 
strations, as well as the breathtaking Pfizer 
Air Show. 

This year the show included inflating hot¬ 
air balloons, speeding rockets, mechanical 
birds and ping-pong balls travelling at 
200mph to demonstrate the laws of physics. 

Among the fan were youngsters from Holy 
Trinity School, Ramsgate, who discovered 
the fun of molecular slime, and pupils from 
St Lawrence College, also in Ramsgate, who 


took part in game of Pfizer Deal or No Deal. 

James Graham, Pfizer’s associate director 
for academic liaison, said: ‘Young people are 
naturally curious and love discovering how 
and why things work, but they don’t always 
make the connection between that enthusi¬ 
asm and what we call science. 

“The science jamboree is designed to show 
how science can be fun and our aim is to 
inspire the children so they’re encouraged to 
study sciences during their secondary educa¬ 
tion. 

“They’re the potential young scientists of 
the future, without whom Pfizer and the 
pharmaceutical industry would not be able 
to continue the work of discovering and 
developing medicines to improve health.” 

Emily Robertson, 11, of St Saviour’s CE 
Junior School, Westgate, was particularly 
intrigued by a number of the demonstrations 
and experiments on display. 

She said: “I think the jamboree has been 
really good for the children to learn some¬ 
thing new and improve their skills.” 

The two-day jamboree, which was held at 
the Pfizer Social Club, also included demon¬ 
strations by Kent Wildlife Trust and Thanet 
Coast Project. 


BREAK TIME 

Drive school gives head-start 


PUPILS getting ready for sixth-form 
education in September are being given 
safety instructions for when they develop 
into the next generation of young 
motorists. 

The Learn 2 Pass driving school is giv¬ 
ing the youngsters from Chatham House 
Grammar School in Ramsgate a head¬ 
start in their quest to drive. 

Many of the pupils will be eligible to 
drive in the next year and they received 
expert advice and tuition. 

The lessons, on a secure off-road site at 
the school, formed part of the sixth form’s 
induction week. 

Other activities during the week include 
a ride on the London Eye, a river trip and 
a visit to the Tate Modem gallery; a talk 
about life at university; guest speakers 


and taster sessions for the A-level curricu¬ 
lum. Head-teacher John Mathews said: 
“The week is a chance for our year 11 
pupils and those joining us from other 
schools to get together before they begin 
their sixth-form careers. 

“As well as a bonding exercise, we try 
to make it educational, interesting and 
useful. 

Mr Mathews added: “The driving advice 
is extremely practical for our young men 
and women, most of whom will become 
motorists in the next few years. 

“Learning the right way from the start 
is very important and getting into good 
motoring habits is essential.

Labour councillor David Green puts forward another way to pay for party politics 



Party funding should 
be put to the vote, too 


AS a minor politician, I find myself 
critical of our political system, in 
which sometimes vested interests 
with money to offer can appear to 
have as much influence over policy 
as voters, or even members of 
political parties. 

With the Government considering how best 
to fund political parties, no one seems to be 
promoting an idea first floated some time ago. 
This was the idea that funding should be 
given to political partes in the following way. 

At each general election, in addition to a 
column for voters to choose a candidate for 
Parliament, they would also have the option of 
assigning a small amount of public money - 
for example £3 per year until the next general 
election - to a political party. 

This money would go directly to the local 


organisation of that party. Central party 
organisations could continue to receive money 
from local parties as well as from donations, 
with much, much stronger limits placed on 
these. 

The arguments in favour of this scheme are 
several: 

• It would invigorate local politics across the 
country. At the moment there is a reluctance of 
central party organisations to heavily fund 
campaigns they are unlikely to win. 

Therefore many local parties are starved of 
money to fund campaigns. Direct funding 
could allow local parties to survive and thrive, 
recruit members and have more influence 
over national party policy. 

• It prevents many people from feeling their 
vote is wasted. A voter might wish to cast their 
MP vote to the strongest party in their con¬ 
stituency while giving their public money vote 
to a weaker party that they support far more, 
so they are able to actually support that 


party in a meaningful way through their bal¬ 
lot. 

• It sidesteps the disagreement between many 
people as to whether public money should 
fund parties, or whether it is a waste of money 
that could better be spent elsewhere. All 
voters who wish to - and probably in practice 
that’s a majority - will simply not vote to give 
‘their’ £3 per year to any party, keeping it in 
the public coffers. 

• It forces parties to take a positive approach 
to politics. Simply presenting the alternatives 
in a negative light may well persuade voters to 
vote for you, but it is unlikely to make many 
people wish to give you money. 

So that’s the proposal and why I think it’s 
a very good idea. I’d be keen to hear the 
thoughts that anyone else has on it.

SUMMER wouldn’t be 
the same without the 
obligatory action block¬ 
busters competing for box 
office ratings - yet it’s 
rare to find an Oscar- 
winning actress and an 
Oscar-nominated actor 
sharing top billing on one 
such ‘popcorn’ movie.

We have never seen a super¬ 
hero live a life that is so uncom¬ 
fortable to watch,” says blonde 
Theron, who is bright and articu¬ 
late - and on lively form when we 
meet. 

“He is not a nice guy. He has no

social skills and you can’t have a 
normal conversation with him,” 
she continues. 

“Here is this guy who has been 
doing this a long time. He is some¬ 
what tired of the routine and so 
he drinks and likes to grab young 
girls’ asses! 

“All of this was a wow to me, 


because it makes a real human 
story. At the end of the day, we all 
hurt the same.” 

As Hancock gets to know Ray 
and his wife, it seems there is a 
strong attraction between him 
and Mary - and we soon discover 
she is hiding a dark secret.

in LA - with one of the locations 
just two minutes down the road 
from where Theron lives in 
Hollywood. 

“The crowds love it. Here we 
were on Hollywood Boulevard 
with Will Smith joking around 
and high-fiving people. 

“He was throwing trucks 
around on set, so if you were a 
tourist there that week, you real¬ 
ly lucked out.” 

South African-born Theron 
grew up an only child and went to 
boarding school in Johannesburg.

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Golf with a touch of scandal

GOLFERS only rarely get 
closer to heaven than the 
18th hole at The Marbella 
Club Golf Resort, surely 
the most spectacular final 
hole on the Costa del Sol? 

With a high, elevated tee over¬ 
looking a deep gully and the Straits 
of Gibraltar hazy in the far dis¬ 
tance, this par-5 cries out for the 
drive of a lifetime. 

It's a terrific course in the Sierra 
mountains, and it’s just myself and 
a club professional with an unfortu¬ 
nate surname who happily blasts 
the ball a country mile. 

Rod Bastard, 34, let rip with his 
3-wood and his shot soared into the 
cloudless Mediterranean sky, 
before dropping and bouncing soft¬ 
ly 300 yards up the fairway. 

“Right,” he said motioning with 
his arms. “Nice and slow with the 
back swing, and keep the head 
down...” 

He is ribbed mercilessly for his 
name but retains a fine sense of 
humour. 

“I must be the only golfer on the 
Costa del Sol who is on first name 
terms with everybody” he laughed 
as he poured the coffee on the club¬ 
house veranda. 


The course, opened in 1999, easi¬ 
ly compares with the best in this 
part of Spain, and that includes 
San Roque (Old), Sotogrande, the 
over-rated Valderrama, Los Naran¬ 
jos, and Santana near Fuengirola. 

Once darkness falls, bars and 
restaurants in this chic resort 
quickly fill up with the heavy aro¬ 
mas of Chanel and Lancome, plus a 
whiff of scandal and corruption. 

But then Marbella wouldn’t be 
Marbella without a touch of sleaze, 
would it! 

Though it may not have the pull 
it once commanded when foreign 
holidays were beyond the reach of 
many, the city and neighbouring 
Puerto Banus, crammed with 
yachts, remain a great location. 

Old Marbella with its narrow 
lanes of boutiques and gift shops off 
Orange Tree Plaza is especially 
good. 

The Marbella Club and Spa 
Resort, a good half-hour walk along 
the seafront, is seriously upmarket 
and makes no apologies for remind¬ 
ing visitors of its enigmatic creator. 

Marbella was hardly more than a 
fishing village by the time World 
War Two ended, when a flash 
German prince, the wonderfully 
named Prince Alfonso de 
Hohenlohe-Langenburg, arrived to 
make his fortune. 

In 1947, he pulled up in his Rolls 
Royce Phantom for a picnic, and 


intoxicated by the beauty of the 
place, bought an old vineyard and 
built 16 rooms as an aristocratic 
wayside inn. 

It went on to become a much 
sought-after hideaway for Europe’s 
jet set, Hollywood’s finest, and even 
British royalty. 

The open air Grill Restaurant on 
the terrace, lit by hundreds of can¬ 


dles melted around the branches of 
olive trees, was the setting for a 
gastronomic experience like no 
other. 

Lamb cooked to perfection and 
presented beautifully, a fine bottle 
- or two - of Rioja, and attended by 
a team of waiters who went about 
their business with a minimum of 
fuss.

Simple steps to 
help cut bills 

FAMILIES across the county could cut 
their fuel bills by £240 a year by invest¬ 
ing just £100 on making their homes 
more environmentally friendly accord¬ 
ing to a new guide. 

Save Money Help the Planet, pro¬ 
duced by the National Housing 
Federation, reveals how households can 
save and contribute to a greener society 

Investing £8.99 in a clothes horse 
instead of using a spin-cycle on a wash¬ 
ing machine could cut the electricity bill 
by £70 per year. 

And for under £12, a household can fix 
a sheet of tin foil behind radiators - sav¬ 
ing £20 from their annual energy bill 
and cut emissions by 80kg per year. 

Six energy-saving lightbulbs will cost 
£7.74 - but within a year will have pro¬ 
duced savings of £42, and cut a house¬ 
hold’s emissions by 70kg. 

Switching off electrical goods at the 
mains instead of using ‘standby’ can 
save £28 per year. 

Even closing the curtains when it gets 
dark can trim £20 from a heating bill. 

The federation’s south east manager, 
Warren Finney, said: “At a time when 
many people are struggling to pay their 
bills, and climate change is a worry, it 
makes sense to take a few simple steps 
to cut their bills and their emissions.” 

Owners look to cash 
in on improvements 

DESPITE cutbacks in other areas of 
spending, 57 per cent of UK homeowners 
have undertaken home improvements in 
the past six months or plan to complete 
them in the next 12 months, according to 
a survey from home insurer LV=. 

This is for a variety of reasons from 
looking to future sales to making the 
best of what is around at the moment. 

Some 15 per cent said they have made 
or are making improvements in an 
expectation of making money when the 
housing market recovers. 

A further 14 per cent admit to improv¬ 
ing their home because moving isn’t 
affordable, while six per cent attribute 
their investment in home improvements 
to a concern about the credit crunch. 

Emma Holyer, spokesperson for LV= 
said: “Despite the challenging housing 
market and lack of affordable mortgages, 
we are still a nation obsessed with our 
homes and what money we can make on 
them.” 


Landlords' faith in the 
market remains strong 

Buy-to-let investors in 
it for the longer term

LANDLORDS who buy property to 
let are increasingly resolved to main¬ 
taining their portfolios instead of sell¬ 
ing them off 

And, according to the Association of Residential 
Letting Agencies (ARLA), just 1.3 per cent of 
landlords, who represent the biggest spenders in 
recent months, expect to have to sell up because 
of the market conditions. 

Experts say this shows those who have a long¬ 
term investment in the value of property are 
keeping faith that the market will improve. 

The ARLA review shows a rate of return on 
investment from the cash purchase of investment 
property of around 10.82 per cent. 

Investment landlords report yet again that they 
expect to hold their residential property invest¬ 
ments for the best part of two decades, up to an 
average age of 17.2 years. 

This is an increase from 16.7 years in the previ¬ 
ous quarter. 

Ian Potter, ARLA’s head of operations, said: 
“Buy-to-let landlords are confirmed as prudent 
investors for the long term. 

“These investors understand the realities of the 
investment market they have chosen. This under¬ 
standing would appear to be far greater than the 
understanding shown by investors in many other 
markets and is proving to be a bonus for the 
nation’s housing problems. There is no one else 
investing in residential housing at the moment.” 

ARLA’s latest figures show that in the search 
for a buy-to-let mortgage lender, personal 
research ranks highest among investors. 

This is followed by more than half going for pre¬ 
vious experience of their lender, while slightly 
less than half look for a lender that is well estab¬ 
lished in the market. 

When choosing a mortgage product, the initial 
interest rate ranks as the most important factor, 
followed by the true cost of the mortgage and 
then rental calculation. 

A total of 60 per cent prefer to arrange buy-to- 
let mortgages through a mortgage broker, while 
20 per cent go directly to their lender of choice.

HYUNDAI’S bean counters may 
be busy revising the sales forecast 
for the ilO city car launched earlier 
this year. 

The five-door baby replaced and vastly 
improved upon the tmly awful Arnica, leading 
the Korean marque to predict that it would 
double its UK city car sales of 5,000 units a 
year... and this was before the latest round of 
soaring oil prices and Government-induced 
panic attacks for the average motorist. 

We could now be looking at quadrupling that 
original forecast, providing Hyundai can cope 
with such demand. 

The ilO resembles the Picanto produced by 
Hyundai sister brand Kia, but is no clone - it 
is 30mm longer, 70mm taller and has an extra

a short car where balancing ride quality and 
chassis dynamics is always a tough call, but 
the ilO is a class higher around town even if 
motorway refinement could be better.

0-62mph in 15.6 seconds - from the same 
1.1-litre petrol unit used in the Picanto and 
two of the three models sneak into the £35 a 
year road tax band. 

Interior ‘space engineering’ is impressive, 
comfort levels are good and this high-roof car 
can be crammed like a van when the rear seats 
are folded. Some of the textured trimming 
looks cheap though and the steering wheel 
feels low rent; as this is the most touched con¬ 
trol, Hyundai should have tried harder. 

There is no street cred in the styling either, 
but the big deal is prices from £6,495, air-con 
as standard, a potential average of 60mpg 
and Hyundai’s worry-free five-year/unlimited 
mileage warranty. 

A £500 ‘price walk’ takes you to the mid- 
priced Comfort model and the same again 
buys the almost luxuriously-appointed £7,595 
Style flagship, adding electric windows all 
round, alloys, heated front seats, powered sun¬ 
roof, under floor luggage box and rear spoiler. 

As Hyundai points out, 10 years ago such an 
equipment list would have been restricted to 
cars costing twice the price.

EQUAL RIGHTS: Employers need to tread carefully to comply with proposed new eguality legislation

EQUALITIES Minister Harriet 
Harman has unveiled wide-rang¬ 
ing proposals for a new Equalities 
Bill, but the reaction from Kent 
business experts seems mixed so 
far. 

It covers issues such as the gender pay gap, 
ageism and positive discrimination in favour 
of women and ethnic minorities, but it could 
mean local firms trying to tread fine legal 
lines. 

Susanna Gilmartin, partner and employ¬ 
ment lawyer at law firm Thomson Snell and 
Passmore, which has offices covering the 
Thames Gateway and Tunbridge Wells, said 
Britain introduced the first race discrimina¬ 
tion legislation in the late 1960s. 

“The approach taken by such laws has been 
to prevent or restrict the public and particular 
employers from discriminating and treating 
people less favourably,” she said. 

“The culture in this country is that are we 
not allowed to discriminate on grounds of sex, 
sexual orientation, race, religion and belief, 
and, most recently, age. 

“Now Kent businesses are going to have to 
get their heads around positively discriminat¬ 
ing on grounds of sex and so on when, for 
example, two graduates from the same college 
with identical diplomas and other academic 
results are applying for the same job, but are 
different in age, sex or ethnicity. 

“Is this going to be a case of positively dis¬ 
criminating away from ability and in favour of 
age, sex or race? 

“Why would employers want to have the out¬ 
come based on positive discrimination when it 
is ability that really matters? 

‘When employers are trying to tread the fine 
line, more legislation to define choice may 
prove counter-productive in the long run.” 

At Folkestone-based Saga, spokesman Paul 


Green said most people who write to Saga 
Magazine complain about access to healthcare 
and how they are kept informed about treat¬ 
ment, and discrimination in access to training 
and job opportunities. 

“In particular, many complain about the 
legalised discrimination that allows employ¬ 
ers to force people to retire, even when the 
individual concerned wants to - and is able to 
- continue to work. 

“As for services such as insurance, Saga, 
along with some other insurers, does not have 
upper age limits. Indeed, the oldest person for 
whom we have provided travel insurance 
went to Italy to celebrate her 100th birthday. 

‘We think it is wrong for insurance compa¬ 


nies simply to refuse because of someone’s age, 
but we can understand why they might want 
to do so as it is a very specialist area. 
Compulsion to provide cover from non-special¬ 
ists will simply lead to high prices. 

“Instead insurers ought to be required to 
direct them to an independent source of infor¬ 
mation so the customer can easily find a 
provider that better understands their needs 
and will provide cover, because of their special¬ 
ism.” 

On equal pay for men and women, official 
statistics show the gender pay gap has been 
declining since 1997. But even after 30 years 
since the Equal Pay Act came into effect a gap 
still exists.

Sport's elite making 
waves in competition

THE European Water Ski Racing 
Championships got under way off 
the coast of Thanet at the weekend 
and the action continues tomorrow 

The competition is one of the most presti¬ 
gious in the sport and features eight different 
categories, from juniors all the way up to elite 
adults. 

Despite the unforgiving weather, thousands 
were expected to watch the racing, which is 
taking place on a two-kilometre loop. 

The start line is near the Royal Marina and 
competitors will follow a course that hugs the 
coastline along Ramsgate Main Sands before 
turning back towards the marina. 

Barry Frame, the race co-ordinator for the 
championships, said he was delighted with the 
number of competitors they had attracted to 
the biennial event. 

Frame told Yourthanet: “It’s probably bigger 
than the world championships, it has attract¬ 
ed phenomenal interest with 87 entrants 
across all the categories.” 

He also paid tribute to the local authorities 
for their role in making the event happen. 

“The harbourmaster and council have been 
absolutely superb, we want to give Ramsgate 
the show it deserves,” he said. 

Entries have come from across Europe and 
there will also be guests from Australia and 
the United States taking part. 


Frame is also due to compete and is set to pilot 
his grandson Jake in the Euro Kid B category. 

With six years’ experience under his belt 
already, the 14-year-old is a rising star and is 
undaunted by competing against boys three 
years older than him. 

Earlier this month he managed one of his 
most impressive results when he finished sec¬ 


ond in the world-renowned Diamond Race in 
Belgium. 

The opening ceremony was held on Satur¬ 
day, before the racing began 24 hours later. 

Further events were held on yesterday and 
more are scheduled for tomorrow before the 
championships conclude with the final rounds 
in all categories on Saturday.

Cycling still feeling 
benefit of Le Tour's 
visit through Kent 

TWELVE months ago two million people 
flanked roadsides across Kent as the coun¬ 
ty played host to one of the biggest sporting 
events in the world. 

It was only the Tour de France’s third 
visit to Britain in the event’s 104-year his¬ 
tory and came the day after London began 
the Tour by hosting the Prologue time trial. 

With the 126-mile route bathed in July 
sunshine, the crowds cheered on a long 
breakaway by British rider David Millar 
before Australian Robbie McEwen sprinted 
to win the stage in Canterbury. 

After the race, Tour director Christian 
Prudhomme said: “The enormous crowds in 
Kent have taken our breath away. The Tour 
has been staggered by the warm reception 
we have been given by the British public.” 

The Tour would later become embroiled 
in several drugs scandals, but at the time 
there was little doubt the event had been a 
huge sporting success for Kent. 

Stronger 

The 2008 edition of the world’s most 
prestigious road race started in Brittany 
last weekend, but a year on from its brief 
rendezvous in southern England the 
impact is still being felt in Kent. 

Rod Kennison was among the thousands 
of amateur cyclists to ride the course a week 
before the Tour. As president of Medway 
Velo he has seen the effects first hand. 

He said: “It has generated a terrific 
amount of interest. Our club has doubled in 
size, we have probably got 30-40 new mem¬ 
bers because of the race. We had interest 
straight after the race, a really good response. 
We are getting stronger and stronger.” 

Ian Ferrell, chairman of VC Deal, agrees: 
“There was such a buzz around last year, it 
really did bring top level cycling to the people. 
Nationally cycling is quite strong, especially 
since the British team did so well at the 
World Championships. With the Olympics as 
well I think it’s all part of a whole process 
where we advertise the sport.” 

The Tour will go through Italy later this 
month before finishing in Paris on July 27.
